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Administration Report of the Shahpura Cfiiefship 
for the year 1922-23 


CHAPTER I. 

Gexekai, and Political. 

1. Tlie Chiefsliip of Shahpura is situated between 25°-29' North 
Latitude and 74°-44' East .Longitude. 

2. It is bounded on the North and North-East by the British 
•District of Ajmer, and on three sides by tlie Udaipur State, except in 
the North-North- East corner, where the border touches that of Kishan- 
garh. A small detached tract lies about 5 miles to the West of its 
South-West boundary. 

3. The Shahpura Ghiefship is under the Political charge of the 
Political Agent, Harauti and Tonk, Deoli. 

4. The total area of the Ghiefship is 705 square miles. The Chief- 
ship consists of two Parganas, i.e., Phulia and Kachbola. The former is 
held under the British Government and the latter under the Udaipur 
Darbar. 

5. The Khari and Mansi are the only two rivers, which flowlin the 
■North from West to East, join near Phulia and fall into the Banas river. 

- G. The country is for the most part flat, open and treeless and con- 
tains much pasture land. 

7. The total population of both the Parganas of the Shahpura 
.Ghiefship is 65,142, ^.e., 48,130 of the Phulia Parganah and 17,012 of 
■the Kachhola Parganah, according to the Census of 1921. 

8. The gross revenue of the Ghiefship for the past 5 years is 
Rs. 4,23,430-14-2. 

9. The Ghiefship pays an annual tribute of Es. 10,000 to the 
British Government and Rs. 3,200 Chittoi’i to the Udaipur Darbar. 

10. The Ruling Chief, Rajadhiraja Sir Nahar Sing hj i. K' .G.T.E., a 
Shcshodia Rajput, was born in January 1854 A. D. He is married to 
the sister of the Ruling Chief of Chhota Udaipur State, Rewa Rantha 
Agency in Gujarat, a Chauhan Rajput. Shahpura is also connected by 
marriage with Jodhpur, Alwar, Kishangarh, Wankaner, Dhrangdhra, 
Sunthrampur, Sikar, Khetri and W adhwan. 

The Rajadhir.aja has two sons, Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and Raj- 
kumar Sardar Singhji, and four grandsons, Sudarsan Singhji son of 
Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and Shatrunjai (who passed this year the 
Diploma examination from the ]Mayo College, Ajmer, and has since 
proceeded to England, in April 1923, for study) ; Prakram Singh and 
Jai Singh, sons of Rajkumar Sardar Singhji. The Rajadhiraja has 
four grand-daughters, two by Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and two by 
Rajkumar Sardar Singhji.

19. The Survey was already completed last year and 10 villages 
only remain to be formally assessed. 

20. The Settlement work has been carried on, on the lines laid down 
by Sir Elliot Colvin, who advised caution in the assessment work, which 
work he said should be gradual after gaining experience in the already 
assessed villages. This work is very important and delicate, inasmuch 
as it is to be done in such a way that both the State and the tenants may 
have no cause for complaint. Tlie Revenue !Musalub has now got to 
complete this assessment work and the compilation of Settlement papers, 
and to frame a Revenue Manual for future guidance. 

The assessments hitherto made have been accepted by the tenants, for 
the principle is that if the cultivator gets his full crop the Raj too gets 
its full rate, otherwise the Raj shares its revenues proportionately with 
the tenants. Moreover, the rates will not be enhanced for 12 yeans. 
The rates no doubt will fluctuate between minimum and maximum 
standards, according to the sources of irrigation aud the nature of the 
crops sown in the harvest. 

The irrigated cotton in the Kharif and the irrigated Rabi Crop (not 
sown in Kharif) pay three-fourths of the rate, all other crops irrigated in 
Kharif pay half in Kharif and if resown in Rabi pay the remaining half ; 
similarly unirrigated crops if manured pay half and unirrigated un- 
manured pay only one-fourth of the rate, moreover lands of all classes 
sown in the harvest which yield produce less than seed arc not assessed, 
and if the produce is fodder only eight annas per Bigha is charged. 

Thus it will be seen that the tenants have all possible advantages. 
A bad or famine year may otherwise badly afi’ect the tenants, but 
there are all possible concessions for good and bad years in the system of 
the proposed assessment. 

In my tours I have asked the tenants what they think of this system, 
and they say that they have after their two years experience found 
no particular defect. 

On the face of it no doubt the system seems somewhat laborious as 
w'ell as intricate, but in practice it is very simple as the tenants say ; 

1. No produce (less than seed) no rate to pay. 

2. If there is fodder, annas eight per Bigha, which is not a big sum. 

3. Irrigated Cotton in Kliarif and Rabi crop pay three-fourths of 
the full rate. 

4. If sown in both crops, equal rate in each crop. 

5. These rates are again divided according to manured and unirri- 
gated manured crops.

- All tliese conditions have been printed in the Pattas given to the 
cultivators showing full details of their lands and the rates of crop classi- 
fication referred to above, and the concessions enjoyable by them in case 
of the failure of crops, so that it is now very easy for an ordinary village 
Banya or a sensible cultivator to ascertain his revenue and cesses for the 
harvest. 

21. It is not only in Khalsa portion that the above system has been 
given efiect to, but it has been introduced in the villages owned by 
Rani Sahiba and the Rajadhiraja, 

22. The Native States have their own way of doing things by Lata 
and Kunta. To change the system all at once so as to suit both parties 
was not an easy task, and it was reserved for MunshI Mahabir Prashad to 
suggest a new system which had the approval of the late Agent to the 
Governor-General in Rajputana, Sir E. Colvin. 

So far the system is easily understood. It has necessitated the 
introduction of new forms of Khasra, Khatuni and other connected papers 
and it would be the duty, of the Chiefship to maintain them in their 
integrity. 

In fact this work has been so far done with great discretion and 
economy and the final figure of Land Revenue for the entire Chiefship is 
expected to give a decent increase. 

23. The total area cultivated during the year was 55,474 bighas or 
•34,660 acres, as against 54,357 bighas or 33,973 acres in the last year. 

24. There was no alienation of land during the yeai’. 

25. The Boundary dispute between Alamoo and Ratanpura is 
still pending. 

26. Pundit Shiva Prasad continued to be in charge of the Octroi 
Department under the supervision of Thakur Bhup Singh. Country 
liquor and opium contract was continued with Seth Balchand of 
Neemuch. 


26. There are five Jagirs under Court of Wards, viz., Khamore, 
Bland, Nasarda, Bhimnagar and Narayanpura. The first four minors 
are receiving their education in the Raj School, Sbahpura, and reside in 
the Karamsot Boarding House. 
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CHAPTER III, , 

.{ ■ .2S. - Tlie Codes and Acts sHewn in Appendix II 'are in force in the 
Chiefship. , ‘ . ■ ’ ' ; 

, 29. ' There is no regular Military force. The armed Police'Sawars 

who are classed under Cavalry are under the Superintendent of Police. 
The number of Cavalry and Infantry during the year has been 25 and 47 
respectively. 

30. The Jagirdars’ quota under the feudal system is 99 horsemen, 
one camel-sawar and five footmen. The armed Police carry lances and 
muzzle-loading guns with bayonets, while the Jagirdar Sawar generally 
carry swords. 


31. The work of the cavalry generally consists of patrol duty and 
escorting the Rajadbiraja Sahib and his family members. These and 
the armed Police do Military work when necessary. 

32. ■ Infantry is mainly employed on guard duty which, as well as 
the Cavalry, furnish Guards of Honour on Ceremonial occasions. Both are 
classed as Irregulars. 


Uniforms to allmemb^s ^Police are provided free of cost. The 


Criminal Intelligence is^worM^ satisfactorily. 


33, The present strength of the Police force is shown in Appendix 
lY. The total charges of the Police including the cavalry and Infantry 
amount to Rs. 28,857. 


34. The Constables carry swords and small clubs, while the Chauki- 
dars are armed with lances. The ratio of the Police force to area is one 
unit per square mile and to the population one per 136 nearly. 

35. The necessary details are contained in Appendices V and VI. 
The Chaukidars are employed in their respective villages. 

Their duty is to maintain order, report crimes, births and deaths and 
. assist in the detection of offences. 

' — 

36. There are five Thanas in the Chiefship, Shahpura, Phulia, 
Dhikola, Lassaria and Arur, each in charge of a Sub-Inspector. There 
ai’e also four Out-posts, viz Borda, Amli, Bilia,and Eanechhan, 


37. The health of the force was generally good. 


38. The number of cognizable offences instituted during the year 
was 94 against 12.5 in the last year. 

39. The number of cases investigated was 94, of which 54 were sent 
up for trial, and in 34 cases the accused were either not found guilty or 

■ discharged, and 6 were considered false. The number of persons arrested 
•was 75, of whom 47 were convicted and 9 were under trial while 19 were

discharged or acquitted by tlie courts. The percentage of the accused 
sent up for trial .was.62.‘6.. The .value of the stolen property was Rs. 6,425- 
and 0-6, and the property recovered Rs. -3,180-15-0. 

40. 'Among the . Criminal • tribes there are Baories and Sansies. 
The Baories are settled at Borda,- Dhikola and Xharnore, and their total . 
number inclusive of women and children is 83. 

During the year under report 2 Baories died, 7 al»sconded and 10 
returned, to tlieir homes and were punished.

41. Rai Sahib Munshi Gopinath, retired Extra Assistant Commis- 
sioner of the Ajmer Coramissiofl, a;nd late Dewan,’ BijaWr State (C.I.) 
continued to work as Kamdar throughout the year. 

42. The Rajadhiraja presided over the MahkamaKhas, which is the 
. final Appellate ? Court, ‘and was assisted by Rai Sahib Munshi Gopinath, 

his Chief Executive Officer,. while the latter was assisted by the Revenue 
Musahib Munshi Mahabir Pershad, in the revenue work. ■ The Judicial 
Assistant’s Court and the Criminal , Courts are , subordinate- to the 
Mahkama 'Ithas. On the Judicial side Civil and Criminal appeals are 
heard against the orders and decrees of the subordinate Civil and 
Criminal Courts by the Mahkma Khas, which is also the Court of revision. 

43. The following are the Criminal Courts in the Cliiefship : — 

(1) Sessions Judge. — M ahkama Khas, presided over by the Raja- 

dhiraja, . . ^ 

(2) Assistant Sessions Judge. — Judicial Assistant, who also hears 

all cases in which one or both the parties are Jagirdars. This 
■ Court was presided over by Thakur Bliup Singh throughout 
the year. 

(3) District Magistrate. — T liis Court has First-class Magistrate’s 

powers and can award punishment up to three years and fine 
up to Rs. 500.. , 

(4) The Civil Judge has also been invested with First-class Magis- 
trate’s powers and bears such -of the cases as are specially 
transferred to him by the Mahkama Khas. 

(5) Honorary Munsifp and MAgistra'te Second-class.— T his Court 

was presided over by Kanwar Harsarup. 

(6) Third-class Magistrates.— T he Tehsildars of. Phulia and 

Naharsagar hear Criminal cases of rural areas within their 
■ respective revenue jurisdiction. 

44. The total number of cases instituted during the year in the 
Judical Assistant’s Court is 13, plus 2, balance of the last year, total 15, 
out of which 1 4 were disposed of, leaving 1 at the end of the year. 



45. The number of Criminal cases fileci during the year in the 

Honorary . Magistrate’s . Court is 18(), and all oT. them were disposed of. 
The number of Criminal cases filed during the year in other Criminal 
Courts is 204, plus 6 of .the last year, total 210, out of which 194 were 
disposed of, leaving 16 at the end of the year. For details see 
■Appendices VII and VIII. • 

46. The number of offences reported in all the Criminal Courts during 
the past and present , year, ^y.a 3 295 and -3,97 respectively, and the number 
.of persons dealt .with and brought to trial was 493 and_ 770 respectively. 

■ 47. The number ‘of person's disposed' of during the year was 770. 
•The, average duration for the decision of each case was 2 months and 1 
■ day against 2 months and 12 days' in the previous year.

49. Suits by and against, Jagirdars are heard by the Judicial 
Assistant. 

50. In the Court of the Judicial Assistant, the number of the Civil 
cases , instituted ' during the year was 15, plus 1, balance of the 
last year,, making , a total of 16, out of which 12 were disposed 
of, leaving 4 at the close of the year. 

51. The Civil Court was presided over by Shah Sardar Mai. 

52. The number of Civil suits filed during the year was 113, and 
7', balance of the' last year, making a total of- 120, out of which 
111 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 9 at the end of the 
year. The aA’^erage duration of each case was 2 months ‘6 days 
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53. The number. of execution cases filed during the year was 364, 
plus 22, balance of the last year, making total of 386 only, of which 
.377 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 9 at the end of the year. 

54. The Court of the Honorary Munsiff was presided over by 
Kunwar Harsarup. The number of Civil suits filed during the year 
was 178, plus 8, balance of the last year total. 186,' out of. which 
184 were disposed of, leaving a . balance of 2 at the end of the year. 

55. In Courts Nos. 5 and 6 the total nuniber of Civil suits filed during 
the year was 815, plus 14, balance of the last year, making a total of 
829, out of which 812 were disposed of, leaving 17 at the end of the year 

56. The number of execution petitions filed during the year in the 
above Courts was 1,066, phis 13, balance of the last year, making 
a total of 1,079, out of which 1,065 were disposed of, leaving a balance 
of 14 at the end of the year.

58. The number of first appeals filed in the Civil court No. 3 was 
18, all of these were disposed of. 


59. The average duration of each case was 1 month and 15 days. 

60. The constitution of the Courts remains unchanged. 

Prison. 

61. There is only one Jail at the head-quarters, which contains four 
Jail barracks for males, one ward for female prisoners and one lock-up 
for Juvenile offenders in the Top Khana. In the absence of Juvenile 
offenders under trial prisoners are kept in the Juvenile -ward. 

There is suflScient accommodation for the guards outside the prison 
gate. , ' . . , 

62. The health of the prisoners was, on the whole good, and there 

were no deaths; religious, sermons are read over to the' prisoners every 
Wednesday, so as to make them change their bad habits and turn them- 
into good and useful citizens. . .. 
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The total earnings ot the prisoners during the year amounted to 
Rs. 58G-6-9 as compared with Rs, 587-6-3 of the last year. The expen- 
diture during the year was Rs. 2,284-10-9 as compared with Rs. 2,168-14-0 
of the last year, which works out at 1 annas 2 pies per head per diem, 

63. On 31st October 1922, the number of prisoners in the Jail was 
18. New admissions during the year were 70, total 88, of these 59 
were released, leaving 29 at the close of the year. 

64. The average period of the accused under trial was 8‘17 days, 
against 7*29 of the last year. 

65. The Industries carried on in the Jail are ; — 

(1) Cotton (carpet) weaving. 

(2) Niwar (tape) weaving, 

66. 89 Finger Impression slips of 27 prisoners were submitted 
to the Central Bureau, Mount Abu, during the year under report. 

Registration. 

67. The duties of the Registration Officer are performed by the 
Judicial Assistant at the Head-quarters and by the Tehsildars in the 
Moffussil. 87 documents of all kinds were registered and Rs. 362 were 
realized on account of fees, vide Appendices Nos. XIV and XV, 


CHAPTER IV 
Production and Distribution. 

68. The rainfall during the year ending the 31st October was 34 
inches 3 cents against 18 inches 19 cents last year, vide Appendix XVII. 

All the tanks were not only full but over-flowed several times. 
The rainfall was abnormal and the Maize crop specially suffered much 
owing to continuous rains in August and September.

71. The chief occupation of the majority of the population in the 
Chiefship is agriculture or labour connected with agriculture and only 20 
per cent, are employed in industries of minor importance. The rates 
of wages varied from 6 to 8 annas per diem. 

72. For prices of food grains see Appendices XVIII and XVIII (a). 

Forest. 

73. Properly speaking there are no forest reserves in the Chiefship, 
a considerable area is reserved in several villages, where grass and wood 
are reserved. 

The total quantity of grass in hand was 1,04,51,919 poolas, including 
73,32,362 of the previous year. Out of these 33,59,091 poolas were used 
by the Raj cattle and horses and 70,92,828 remained in stock at the end 
of the year. 

The wood in these Birs is fit for fuel only and is not available in such 
large quantities as might be kept in stock or exported. 

Trade and Manufacture. 

7 4. The chief exports are cotton, ghee and til. This year barley and 
wheat were exported in a small quantity, only maize was imported. Tlie 
chief imports were piece-goods, sugar, gur, rice and tobacco. 

7 5. The Chiefship possesses one cotton press and Ginning factoiy : 
2,800 bales were pressed during the year. 

Public Works Department. 

76. Mehta Madan Singh remained in charge of the ordinary 
Building Department while the Umaidsagar was supervised by B. 
Kalyanraal, under the direct orders of the Mabkama Khas. 

During the year Rupees 18,996-2-3 were spent on the Umaidsagar 
Tank.

77. Xo Treasure Trove was found in the Chiefship during the 
year under report. 
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Post Office. 

78. The Ohiefship maintains a Postal s^’sbcni of its own. Official 
papers in the Chiefship’s service are carried i'rce, while private letters 
are sent to their destinations thi’oughout the Ohiefship on one-pice 
stamps, which are sold by the Tehsildars, The Raj mails are carried by 
runners. 

79. There is one Government combined Post and Telegraph Office 
at Shahpura. 

80. There is a State Library which contains a large number of 
books in English, Sanskrit and Hindi. 


CHAPTER V. 

Revenue and Finance. 

81. The Firm of Seth Sujan Mai Moolchand of Ajmer carries 
on the Treasury work under the supervision of Treasury and Aceount(^*t-' 
Officer, Babu Sarup Narain. 

82. The total I’eceipts and expenditure for the year are shown in 
Appendix XXII. 

83. The amount of Tribute due to the Government was paid on 
due dates. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Medical Department. 

84. The total number of births this year has been 725, while last 
year it was 540, and comes to 14-86 per tliousand. 

85. The total mortality was 622, that is 12-90 per thousand. Last 
year it was 207. This was due to severe outbreak of malignant form of 
malaria due to heavy rains. 

86. The total number of children vaccinated was 1,234 against 955 
last year. Cost of lymph and pay of Vaccinators was Rs. 335-13-0. 

87. (a) The total number of out-door patients was 11,386, that of 

in-door 112. 

(&) The total number of surgical operations performed during the 
year was 645. All kinds of operations were performed ; of 
these 1 5 were obstetrical cases requiring surgical interference. 

(c) The eye work is greatly in progress and appreciated by the 
people and there were 3,000 eye-patients against 2,759 last 
year.

(d) Poison Cases. — There were two and were promptly treated and 

saved. 

(e) Expenditure last year was Rs. 5,7G0 and this year it comes to 

Rs. 7,808-9-5. 

{f) The Jail. — There were no deaths arid the general health of the 
prisoner’s was satisfactory. 

( y ) Boarding House. — The students were well looked after and 
kept good health in spite of outbreak of malaria. 

(Ji) Bpidemie Diseases. — No epidemic except malignant malaria in 
Dhikola, which was seriously affected. 

88. Dr. Shukla examined a lot of blood films and found that they 
were teeming with malarial parasites, mostly of the malignant variety. 
The diagnosis being settled the treatment was given on scientific lines to 
the entire relief of the suffering patients. 

89. Dr. Ram Richpal Shukla attended six months’ course at the 
Tropical School, Calcutta, and qualified himself successfully in Tropical 
diseases and Bacteriology, This was done at the expense of this Chief- 
ship. He has greatly increased within the last 5 years all the surgical 
appliances and up-to-date Bacteriological and scientific means for 
diagnosis and treatment. A Microscope with its accessories has been 
purchased for Rs. 1,000 for the Hospital, and in short a nucleus has 
been formed of a decently equipped Hospital and Laboratory. 

90. The nurse Mst. Sangari has been of great help in obstetrical 
cases. She was trained at the Victoria Memorial Dai class. She con- 
ducted labor cases on modern hygienic principles under Dr. Shukla, with 
the result that there was a fall in the puerperal cases and infant 
mortality. Tetanus cases were few and far between. On the whole 
Doctor Shukla’s work is going on satisfactorily. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Education Department. 

91. The education imparted in the Chiefship may be technically 
divided in two departments, namely Primary and Secondary. 

92. The Raj School maintained at the Capital imparts for the most 
part Secondary education, sending up boys for the competitive Rajputana 
English Middle School Examination. During the year under report 5 
boys out of 6 came out successful, one standing in second division and 
the rest in the third division. 

93. Primary education is also imparted in the lower classes attach- 
ed to the Rnj School and the City Branch School. 
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94. There were eight Primary Schools, namely Dhikola, Kothiau 
Kanechan-Kalan, Bachkhera, Arwar, Plmlia Kalan, Doharia and Amli- 
Kalan. 

95. Two private aided Village schools exist at Sangria and Dhanop 
and are maintained by Rajkumar Umaid Singhji and Rajkumar Sardar 
Singhji respectively. 

96. The highest examination for which the boys are prepared in 
the Hindi section is the Vernacular Final Examination of the United 
Provinces, During the year under report 3 boys out of 6 came out 
successful. 

97. There is also a Girls’ school at the Capital having on its roll 48 
girls. 

98. Three Boarding Houses are being maintained by the Chiefship, 
namely, (1) the Karamsot Rajput Boarding House, (2) the Raghuraj 
Boarding House, and (5) the Brahm Boarding House. The first and 
the third ai’e entirely maintained by the Chiefship, while the second is 
wholly kept up at the expense of Maharaj Kumar Sahib Shri Umaid 
Singhji. 

The Karamsot Rajputa Boarding House, named after the illustrious 
mother of Shriji Hazur, is attached to tlie Raj School and has 31 board- 
ers of all classes on its roll, while the Raghu Raj Boarding House, named 
after Shreeman Bhanwarlulji Sahib Shi’ee Raghu Raj Singhji, maintained 
11 boys 

The Brahm Boarding House has on its roll 24 boarders and is main- 
tained by the Chiefship. 

99. The education in all the Schools is free, and Scholar- 
ships are also awarded to deserving students joining the Government 
College, and the High School, Ajmer, and the Maharana High School, 
Udaipur, after finishing their education here. Eleven Scholarships 
amounting to Rs. 1,262, were given during the year. 

100. The Annual Prizes were distributed to deserving students. 

101. The Agricultural school at Naharsagar was continued during 
the year. The number of boys reading and living in the Boarding 
House is comparatively less. 

The model farm has shown good progress, by growing various 
samples of cotton and wheat, including Pussa sample- 'The Pussa wheat 
was given free to enterprising cultivators for trial and seeing its success 
they have taken to sowing Pussa wheat on their fields.
